The oral examinations will be conducted by the Superintendents appointed by the Inspector 
for each centre, and the written papers will be set and the answers examined by examiners 
appointed by the Inspector for the whole district, or, if thought desirable, by examiners 
appointed for the whole division. 

Marks earned by the examinces—The marks earned by the candidates at the oral examina- 
tion and also in the written papers should be forwarded to the I tor of Schools. 

Award of enlershion "The scholarships will be awarded by the Inspector of Schools in 
accordance with the rules in force in the Department or sanctioned from time to time by 
Government. At least one-half of the scholarships will be reserved for candidates from 
Upper Primary Schools. 

IIIl.—MIDDLE SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Unit area.— The middle scholarships will be awarded according to districts, and will be 
open to pupils attending middle schools and to the pupils of the bth class of high schools, 
provided that such middle and high schools are being taught on a vernacular basis according 
to the Code given in the Government of Kengal’s Resolution No. 1 of 1901, 

Preliminary svlection.—A preliminary selection of candidates will be made by the 
Inspector, Assistant Inspector or Deputy Juspector of Schools on the results of his annual 
inspections in are of middle schools, and by the Inspector in respect of high schools. 
These selections should be made, if necessary, in consultation with the Head Master of the 
particular school. The Assistant or Deputy Inspector should forward to the Inspector a list 
of eligible candidates from middle schools in the district. Ou receipt of this list, the 
Inspector should prepare a combined list of candidates from middle and high schools 
arranged according to districts. 

imit to selection.—The number of names in the combined list should not exceed four 
times the number of scholarships allotted to each district, and the name of not more than 
one candidate from each school should appear in the list. The number of names ia the list 
prepared by the Assistant or Deputy Inspector, and in that by the Inspector, should each be 
double the number of scholarships allotted for each district. 

Scholarship ewaminativn —The final selection for scholarships will be made by means 
of an examination of the candidates selected as above, and in the books and subjects pre- 
scribed from time to time by the Department. The examination will be held at the head- 


quarters of each district or subdivision or at some convenient High School, and be conducted - 


under arrangements made by the Inspector of Schools. The examination will be partly oral 
(in Object-lessons, Geogrephy and Map-pointing and Mental Arithmetics), and partly written 
(in Vernacular L'terature and Grammar, Science Reader, History, Mathematics, and English, 
which is an optional subject). The oral examination will be conducted by the Superintendents 
appointed by the Inspector for each centre, and the written papers will be set and the 
answers eXamined by examiners appointed by the Inspector for the whole dssirict, or, if 
thought desirable, by examiners appointed for the whoie division. 
"Wark gained by the examinees.—The marks earned by the candidates at the oral exami- 
nation and also in the written papers should be forwarded to the Inspector of Schools. 
Award of scholarships.--The scholarships will be awarded by the Inepector of Schools

IV.—GENERAL RULES GOVERNING THE AWARD OF PRIMARY AND MIDDLE 
SCHOLALSHIPS. 

In preparing the list of candidates for the various scholarship examinations, information 
should be recorded as to the circumstances of the candidates and as to their conduct, and 
considerable weight will be given to such oonsiderations. Thus in the second selection made 
by the Deputy Inspectors for candidates for lower primary scholarships and that made by the 
Inspector for upper primary and middle scholarsh:ps, great weight will Le giveu to considera- 
tions of poverty and conduct, and a poor orphan or a boy will Le preferred to one who 
has parents, who are woll to do or who are not actually poor. $e, 

A candidate who has once been admitted into any of these examinations shall not again 
be admitted irto the samo standard of examination. 

No person directly interested in any of the candidates should take part in the 
examination, ; : 

Scholarships awarded under these rules shall be tenable only in schools working under 
the new scheme for vernacular education. 

The a will be liable to forfeiture for misconduct or for any unsatisfactory 
report regarding the progress made by their holders in their studies. 

The examinations will be held in the second-half of November of euch year and tle 
award of the scholarships will be declared in December. nim

NOTIFICATIONS. 


No. 1441.—The 14th March 1904—The following revised rules for the regulation of 
private hostels, students’ messes, etc., are published for general information. 


A Eanrtx, 
Secy. to the Govt. of Bengal. 


Rules for hostela, messes for students, etc., in connection with (a) Arts Colleges, High English and 
Middle Schools receiving Government grants-in-aid or receiving money from any public source 
whatever, or (b) from which students compete for Government middle schools, gunior and senior 
scholarships, or (c) in which Government upper primary, middle, junior and senior scholar- 
ships will be made tenable. These rules also apply to (d) all Government Arts Colleges and 
Zilla and Collegiate Schools. 


Tue Principal and Head Masters or the Managing Committees of all institutions, 
belonging to ag A (a), (4), (c), aud (@) above are required to undertake the following 
duties, or to make proper arrangements for carrying out these rules. 

2, All students attending the institutions falling under the four classes—(a), (4), (c) 
and (d)—above will be required tu reside under one or other of the four following condi- 
tions ;— 

With parents. 

PY Under the care of duly-recognized guardians, who must be accepted by the heads 
of the institutions as persons of sufficient age and responsibility to be entrusted 
with such guardianship. In the case of students whose fathers are alive, such 
guardians shall be nominated in writing by the fathers of the pupils. In the 
ease of a student residing in a private family as tutor, the head of the family 
shall be considered to be the guardian under this class, 

(iif) In a hostel of publio or private character. 

(ie) In a students’ mess or other approved mess. eee, 

Studen living under one of these conditions will be liable to expulsion from the 

pape yring by and the cause of such expulsion will be notified in the transfer 
" certifionte given to the student. : : 

3. I the case of students living in classes (fii) and (iv) of rule 2, they will be con- 
sidered to be under the direct control and supervision of the heads of the institutions of 
Classes (a), (b), (c), and (d) not only during college or school hours, but also at all other 
times the college or school terms. ; Be. ' 

4. All hostels or messes coming under paragraph 2 (iii) and (ir) above must be duly 
iconsed or approved in writing by the Principal of a college or by the Head Master of a 
High English or Middle school as a fit place for the residence of students. At the time of 











application for a license, the head of the institution to which the largest number of students 
stig for the license belong will be considered to be the officer to inspect and license the 
mess. In the event of equal numbers in a mess coming from different institutions, the head 
of the senior institution as recogn’zed by or affiliated to the Calcutta Uniremiey, will be con- 


sidered to he the officer to license the mess If, as the result of change in the residents in a 
mess, it is found the majority of the residents belong to an institution other than that of the 
officer who licensed the moss, it will be open to him to transfer the mess to the head of the 
other institution. 

The Principal or Head Master, who has approved of the building or rooms 
used as a hostel or mess, will be responsible for the Sistah ae mess so approved, and for the 
students who live in it. Such hostels or messes will be regularly and frequontly inspected by 
the Principals of Colleges or Head Masters of Schools, or by officers deputed by them for 
such duties 

6. Particular attention shall be directed at such inspections to all conditions in relation 
to the morality uf the students and also to the discipline maintained in such hostel or mess, 
Scena shall be given, if necessary, that a proper standard in such matters shall be 
muintained. 

7. In Calcutta and in all mufassal stations where expert sanitary advice is available, the 
sanitary arrangements shall be carefully enquired into and inspected. In Caloutta no hostel 
or mess will in future be licensed for the residence of students unless its geplency condition has 
been previously certified to by the Health Department of the Corporation. In the case of 
existing hostels and messes in Calcutta, they will he required to submit certificates that such 
hostels or messes bave been examined by the Health Department, and that their sanitary 
arrangements have been approved within six months of the publication of this notification, 
failing which these licenses will be withdrawn. Sanitary certificates will be furnished free 
of charge. . 

ha In those mufassal stations where there are medical officers in the employ of Govern- 
ment and in stations where there are dispensaries under public management, similar sanitary 
inspections will be made by a medical officer attached to sume public institution, and the 
provisions of rule 7 will be applied and sanitary certificates will be required as a condilion of 
the existence of hostels and messes. In stations where there isa Civil Surgeon, the first 
inspection of the sanitary arrangements of a building which it is proposed to use as a hostel 
or mess shall be m»de by the Civil Surgeon. 

9, At any time during the existence of any license it will be open to the licensing 
officer or any sanitary officer indicated in rules 7 and 8 to hold a sanitary inspection; and if 
the sanitary arrangements are not approved, the license will be cancelled after three months’ 
notice by the licensing officer. 


10. Public and private hostels and messes coming under paragraph. 2 (ti) and (ie) will 
he also open to inspection by any Inspector or Assistant Inspector of Schools, or any other 

nm specially deputed for the purpose by Government or b the Education Dapartment. 
stations where no sanitary export advice is obtainable, the Inspector or Assistant Inspeo- 
tor will be permitted to condemn a mess or hostel on sanitary grounds, and to cancel a 
license if sanitation is not properly attended to, after three months’ notice. 


11. Inthe case of a hostel under public management, if any defects are found, steps 
must =r through the proper authorities to have any defects noticed remedied as speedily 
as possible. 

12. In the case of private hostels or the messes referred to, it will be in the power of the 
officer who is inspecting to declare that such buildings cannot be recogniz:d or continue to 
be reoognized for the purposes of a hostel or mess, and such declaration, when approved by 
the Principal of the oollege or the head of the school, shall be sufficient after three months’ 
notice, to cause the building to be struck off from the list of places whore students are 
permitted to live. 


13. Gentlemen of influence living in the neighbourhood of such messes or hostels 


may also be appointed to act as visiting members for such places under the authority of the 
Director of Public Instruction. 


14. In every hostel where there is no paid Superintendent and in every mess, the 
Principal of the college or the Head Master of the school shall appoint one of the most senior 
and responsible of the residents of such hostel or mess to act ray? Sandon Superintendent, 
and such Superintendent will be nsible for the maintenance of good order in the 
institution in which he resides. It will be the duty of the person so appointed to help the 
Principal of the college or the Head Master of the school in every matter connected with the 
morality and discipliue of the persons living in the hostel or mess, and also to report any 
serious breaches in such matters to the authorities of the or school, Ordinarily the . 
Superintendent will be a teacher or @ senior studeut of a college, but it will be permissible for 

outsiders to be appointed as Superintendents of messes. The remaining members of a mess 
must be bond fide students of colleges or schools, unless speoial exceptions to this rulo ar 
made by the head of the institution who has licensed the mess. 


15 Cases of infectious disease or of sickoess should be at once reported by the Superin- 
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16. A Conduct Register will be kept by the Superintendent of the hostel or mess, who 
shall have no power fo cancel or alter oral y once made and signed. Boarders aro liable to 
have their names placed in the Conduct Register for— 

(1) Disobedience of orders or infringement of any rules made for the well-being of 

the hostel or mess. 

(2) Absence without sufficient cause. 
# (3) Gontinued neglect of study. 

(4) Insubvrdination or disrespect to the authorities. 

(5) Assaulting or abusing a servant of the hostel or mess. 

(6) Want of cleanliness or tidiness in their rooms and on the premises. 

(7) Misconduct not provided for by the rules. 


17. The names of all the students residing in the hostel or the mess should be ontered 
in an Attendance Register to be supplied for the purpese, and the rolls must be called twice 
a day at stated hours. Boarders found absent without satisfactory cause should be reported 
to the Principal or the Head Master of the institution to which they may belong, and for 
the third offeuce of the kind during the same term they may be expelled from the hostel or 
the mess. 

18 A student may be removed from the hostel or students’ mess for habitual or gross 
misconduet, or for frequent entry in the Conduct Register by the hend of tae institution who 
has licensed such hostel or mess. Every such removal shall be reported to the authorities of 
the institution to which the student belongs and also to his guardian. 

19, All inspection remarks are to be recorded in the Visitor's Book. : 

20. Detailed rules for the conduct of the hostels or messes should be made by the 
Superintendent im consultation with the heads of the institutions concerned. 

2). Students should be made to bear in mind that hostels and messes are meant solel 
for their welfare. They should, therefore, look to the interest of such institutions with 
yealoue care. A loyal observance of the rules will go a great way towards ensuring the 
students’ own comfort. ‘T'he Superintendent will listen to any complaints or suggestions that 
may be brought to his notice by a boarder ina proper manner. Hostels and messes can 
prosper onl ough the mutual co-operation of their members. 

22, The head of each institution licensing messes or under whom a hostel is working 
shall, at the end of each offical year, submit, to the officer of the Educational Department 
through whom he ordinarily corresponds with Goverament, a report on their working, with 
special reference to the conduct of the residents and to their health and progress, as also to 
the sanitary arrangements of the premises and surroundings. These reports are to be 
forwarded to the Director of Publie Instruction by the receiving officer with sush remarks as 


may be necessary.
